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IN TERMS OF SAFETY 
Adelbert Ford, professor of psy cholog y of the 
UniveVisty of Michig an, has just compiled an 
interesting table of statistics to show the ratio 
in which persons are struck by automobiles while 
walking . The dang erous ag e for pedestrians, he 
points out, is not childhood, but the ag e of 45. 
His statistics are g iven out on basis of study 
ov er a nine months period. The av erag e person 
would think that y outh is the dang erous period. 
Elders, who are so free with their adv ice for 
y oung sters, had better check up on themselv es, 
the professor declared, as he compiled a detailed 
list. 
W hat is true of the pedestrian mig ht also be 
applied to accidents in other forms. Safety first 
and accident prev ention campaig ns are conduct­ 
ed at interv als in almost every community . These 
campaig ns should not be limited to a few day s, 
but should 
be kept'upperm ost in the minds of 
children and adults. 
If our terrible accident record is to be lowered 
Americans must learn to think in terms of acci­ 
dent prev ention. In the home, in industry and 
in the automobile the majority of accidents occur 
not only because someone is careless but because 
someone fails to automatically do the rig ht thing 
in an emerg ency . 
It is a noteworthy fact that the g reat decrease 
made in recent y ears in the industrial accident 
record has been the result of an attitude of mind 
that makes safety an essential, integ ral part of 
any industrial operation. 
Ex ecutiv es think in 
terms of safety , ex actly as they think in terms 
of profits or production. 
In many of the schools of the nation, children, 
throug h the medium of g raphic, interesting 
lessons, with an appeal to the imag ination, are 
being taug ht accident prev ention. 
They are 
shown that safety should be a major factor in 
any act. As a result, a coming g eneration will 
hav e a subconscious, automatic g rasp of the 
accident problem that will save countless lives in 
future y ears. The work has already borne fine 
fruit in that the death and injury rate among 
children in schools where safety is part of the 
curricula, is constantly decreasing . 
Adult Americans can all take a lesson in safety 
from the schools where their children are being 
educated and from the g reat employ ing indus­ 


tries. It is said th at no one has a sound g rasp 
of a foreig n lang uag e until he can think in it; in 
ex actly the same way no one g rasps the accident 
problem until safety is a constant factor in his 
mental processes. 
-------------- e ---------------- 
EVOLUTION OF ROADS 
Eng ineering and efficiency hav e made g ood 
roads possible. This efficiency has been achiev ed 
by a better understanding of road building and 
by efficiency of the men who prepare for the 
building of roads. Instead of operating by the 
primitiv e hand power methods the new road 
builders utilize steam, g as and electric shovels, 
drills, wag ons, trucks, and eq ually important, 
other items. 
If hig hway s were attem pted to be built in the 
old way there would not be enoug h hum an labor 
in the United States to do the job and such roads 
as were built would cost many time$ as much as 
they do by the present efficient methods. 
In fact there has been as g reat improv ement in 
hig hway building s as there has been in hig hway 
vehicles since the day th at the automobile took 
the place of the horse upon the open road. 
A q uarter-century ag o road building appro­ 
priations were an insig nificant part of any g ov­ 
ernmental budg et; now they are ex ceeded by few 
other items. Our prog ress, social and industrial, 
is determined to a larg e ex tent by the adeq uacy 
of our hig hway s. No community can hang back 
from the trend, without imperiling its dev elop­ 
ment. 
As trunk hig hway s are improv ed there is a 
g rowing necessity for farm m arket roads. 
A 
farmer living 10 miles from a trunk hig hway and 
inaccessible to a properly built feeder road to 
that hig hway , is practically isolated from the 
standpoint of reaching markets with a load of 
produce, sev eral months of the y ear. 
These feeder, or farm m arket roads, must be 
improv ed or built not only to furnish additional 
transportation routes and reliev e cong estion on 
throug h roads, but to g ive the farmer his just 
share of improv ements and public road funds 
which are ex pended. 
Every state, in addition to each mile of 
throug h hig hway , probably needs 10 miles of less 
ex pensiv ely improv ed farm market, or feeder 
roads.

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IN TERMS OF SAFETY 


Adelbert Ford, professor of psychology of the 


TCniveVisty of Michigan, has.just compiled an 
interesting table of statistics to show the ratio 
in which persons are struck by automobiles while 
walking. The dangerous age for pedestrians, he 
points out, is not childhood, but the age of 45. 


His statistics are given out on basis of study 


over a nine months period. The average person 
would think that youth is the dangerous period. 
Elders, who are so free with their advice for 
youngsters/had better check up on themselves, 
the professor declared, as he compiled a detailed 
list. 


What is true of the pedestrian might also be 


applied to accidents in other forms. Safety first 
and accident prevention campaigns are conduct- 
ed at intervals in almost every community. These 
campaigns should not be limited to a few days, 
but should be kept" uppermost in the minds of 
children and adults. 
*. If our terrible accident record is to be lowered 
Americans must learn to think in terms, of acci- 
dent prevention. In the home, to industry and 
in the automobile the majority of accidents occur 
not only because someone is careless but because 
someone fails to automatically do the right thing 
in an emergency. 


It is a noteworthy fact that the great decrease 


made in recent years in the industrial accident 
record has been the result of an attitude of mind 
that makes safety an essential, integral part of 
any industrial operation. Executives think in 
terms of safety, exactly as they think in terms 
of pi'ofits or production. 


In many of the schools of the nation, children, 


through the medium of graphic, interesting 


' lessons, with an appeal to the imagination, are 


being taught accident prevention. They are 
shown that safety should be a major factor in 
any act. As a result, a coming generation will 
have a subconscious, automatic grasp of the 
accident problem that will save countless lives in 
future years. The work has already borne-fine 
fruit in that the death and injury rate among 
children in schools where safety is part of the 
curricula, is constantly decreasing. 


Adult Americans can all take a lesson in safety 


from the schools where their children are' being 
educated and from the great employing indus- 


tries. It is said that no one has a sound grasp 
of a foreign language until he can think uvit; in 
exactly the same way no one grasps the accident 
problem until safety is a constant factor in. his 
mental processes. 
. 


EVOLUTION OF ROADS 


Engineering and efficiency. have- made good 


roads possible. This efficiency has .been achieved 
by a better understanding of road building and 
by efficiency of- the men who prepare for the 
building of roads. Instead of operating by the 
primitive hand power methods the. new road 
builders utilize> steam, gas and- electric shovels, 
drills, wagons, trucks, and equally important, 
other items. 


If highways were attempted to be built in the 


old way there would not be enough human labor 
in the United States to do the job and such roads 
as were built would cost many times, as much, as 
they do by the present efficient methods. 


In fact there has been, as great improvement hi 


highway buildings as there has been In highway 
vehicles since the day that the automobile- took 
the place of the horse upon the open road. 


A quarter-century ago road building appro- 


priations were an insignificant part of any gov- 
ernmental budget; now they are exceeded by few 
other items. Our progress, social and industrial; 
is determined to a large extent by the adequacy 
of our highways. No community can, hang back 
from the trend, without imperiling its develop- 


As trunk highways are improved there is a 


growing necessity for farm market roads. A 
farmer living 10 miles from a trunk highway and 
inaccessible' to a properly built feeder road to 
that highway, is practically isolated from the 
standpoint of reaching, markets with a load, of 
produce, several months of the year. 


These feeder, or farm market roads, must be 


improved or built not only to furnish additional 
transportation routes and relieve congestion on 
through roads, but to give the fanner his just 
share of improvements ana public road funds
